DETAILED ACTION 
Current Status 

1. Claims 1-14, 18 and 21-23 are pending in the application. 

2. This action is responsive to Applicants' amendment of 17 July 2009. 

3. Receipt and entry of Applicants' amendment is acknowledged. 

4. The 102 and 103 rejections have been withdrawn following Applicants 
amendment and the prior art references cited do not teach all the claims limitation. 
This application is a 371 of PCT/JP2005/005921 03/29/2005. 

Allowed Claims 

Claims 1-14, 18 and 21-23 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reason For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A search of 
the prior art failed to uncover any reference that anticipates or renders obvious a 
quaternary ammonium compound, a process of preparing the same, a method of 
treating cerebrovascular and heart, and a composition of comprising a quaternary 
ammonium compound; wherein all the variables are as defined in the claims. 

Claims 1-14, 18, and 21-23 are allowed.
